The Examiner has rejected Claims 1-50 nnder 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over D'Urso et al (US Patent No. 5,353,335) m view of DmiU et a! (US Patent No, 5,392,343), 
The Applicant submits that the amended claims 1-50 are allowable over D'Urso et ah and Davit! 
et al 

Claim 1 

With respect to amended independent claim U Applicant, submits that the Amendment 
clarifies thai there are twM^es 

predetermined amounts of units. For example, a user has (1 ) a predetemiined amount of units of 
live language interpretation service associated wife the card and (2) a predetermined amount of 
units of telephone service associated with the card. If the user makes a telephone call and 
receives language interpretation services for a duration* a feiite^ 

aniou^ If the user had 

only made a telephone call wi thout a language interpretellon service, then only one deduction to 
the amount of telephone service based m the duration of the telephone call is made. 

The subject matter of amended claim I is distinct from D'Urso et at which teaches one 
type -of prgd^teanined amotrnt of smite and one deduction for that type of predetermmed amount 
MiSilfe See D'tteso, col 2, lines 59-6:1 The main idea behind .D'Urso is the utilization of one 
type of predetermined amount of units and one deduction for my .kind M. Mephom jmll as 
DHJrso state **lt}he eard holder will be a able to use the card as a payment vehicle to make any 
kind of telephone call, handled by the services provider, such as interlata* nitmlata* and 
International telephone calls.* See D'Urso et at* col, 2, Ikes 59-63, D'Urso et al goes on to 
explain that "ftjhe system decrements the balance associated wife the card, while the call is In 
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progress and keeps track of the call duration that the customer is allowed which is being made/' 
See D'Urso et al, col, 3 ? lines 18-21 > Aceordmgly, regardless of whether the card In D'Urso is 
made for language interpretation and telephone service, or just .simply telephone service, there is 
only one deduction, and that deduction is based on the dilation of the call 

Therefore, Dllrso et at does Dot teach both deductions as recited in claim L Asa result 
the combination of D*Urso et al and Davitt et al does not teach claim L Accordingly, 
Applicant submits that claim ! is k a condition for allowance. Applicant has also amended 
dependent claims 3 and 4 to clarify the languages Further. Applicant submits that claims 2-4 are 
allowable as these claims depend from claim L 

Claim 3 

Wife respect to amended independent claim 5, Applicant submits that D'Urso ci at does 
not teach an assurance package kehding a travel ticket At most, D'Ufso et al, discusses how 
the user can obtain to^ls&OTMisS the desired language. See DIM et al, cob 11, lines 
32-36, The term ticket is not present anywhere in D' Of so. 

In addition, D 5 U*$o et at does not teach an assuran.ee package including travel insurance. 
The tenn nm^&nee is not present anywhere in D* Urso et al 

1'herdbre, D'Urso et al does not teach the travel ticket or the travel insurance of the 
assurance package in independent claim 5. Accordingly, App&ant submits that amended 
independent claim 5 is in condition for allowance, In addition, claim 6 has been amended to 
clarify the language. Further, Applicant submits that claims 6-8 am in a condition for allowance 
as they depend iron), claim 5. 

Claim 9 

With respect to amended independent claim 9 ? Applicant submits that amended, 
independent claim 9 is allowable for the reasons discussed above in the discussion regarding 
amended kdepeBdem claim k The combination of D* Urso et al and Davitt et: a!> does not teach 
t wo types of predetermined amounts of units or two deductions. 

Therefore,. Applicant submits that amended independent claim 9 is hi a condition for 
allowance. Further, Applicant amended claims 10 and 12-14 to clarify the language, .Applicant 
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submits that claims 10-14 are m a condition for allowance as these claims depend Irom amended 
Independent claim 9, 

Claim 15 

With respect to amended independent el aim 15, Applicant submits that the combination 
of D'Ufso et al and Dmiit et al does not teach "offtmig the user a card to carry with them, the 
card having a predetermined number of inmates of live language interpretation service associated 
wi th the card in addition to a number of minutes of telephone time* and a telephone number to 
call printed on the card for said language interpretation services, the telephone number Mug 
compatible with a plurality of distinct telecommunications networks/' On the contrary, DTJrso 
et at. i$ spedficafly geared to providing a card that operates on a single tekeommiMiicatiom 
netwoA^ For instance, D'Urso et al states: **{t|he card may be obtained directly form the 
teteeomnmnleations services provider or may be obtained from an intermediary such as a travel 
agent or hotel which has purchased the card from the telecommuisiaitiom services provider." 
See D'Urso et al, col 2, lines 55-59, Accordingly, D'Urso et al goes to great length, to make 
sure that the card is issued -from the teleeommimkatioris services provider, ie*> the user has to 
obtain the card directly or indirectly from the telecommunication services provider. 
Accordingly, there is m teaching for the telephone number being compatible with a plurality of 
distinct telecommunications networks, Even though D'Urso et al allows for "any type of 
telephone call such as hiteriata, tntralata, and international phone calls/' the card appears to be 
utilized through the telecommunication service provider's network rather than a plurality of 
distinct teleeonimuoicmons networks. As a result, D'Urso et al does not. allow for compatibility 
of varying technologies as recited m claim I 5, Therefore, Applicant submits that amended claim 
1 5 Is in a condition for allowance. 

In. addition, Applicant has amended claims 17 and 18 to clarify the language. Claims 16- 
1 8 depend from claim 16 and are, therefore, also in a condition for allowance. 

With respect to amended independent claim 1% Applicant ssubmifs that amended 
independent claim 1.9 is allowable for the reasons discussed above in the discission regarding 
amended independent claim 15. 
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In addition Applicant has amended claims 20 and 22 to clarify the language. Claims 20- 
24 depend from claim 16 and are, therefore, also m a condition for allowance,
